Remuneration. 


In talking with a bank clerk ac­ 
qu aintance no t lo ng ago tho Office 
Windo w learned so mething o f the in- 
sldo o f bank management. 
Tho bank 
where o u r info rmant bad been em ­ 
plo yed fo r many years, it seems, bad 
passed thro u gh two o r three co nso li­ 
datio ns. 
With each co nso lidatio n o u r 
friend's po sitio n had been made lo ss 
financially 
attractive, 
while 
tbo 
am o u nt o f wo rk that was requ ired lu 
his particu lar departm ent was naeea- 
sarily mu ch increased. 
In this batik 
any change in the salaries o f any o ne 
o f the hu ndred o r mo re clerks must, 
ho appro ved and reco mmended to the 
bank m anagement by the chief clerk, 
tho tenu re o f who se o lllco largely de­ 
pends u po n lils ability to keep do wn 
bank o perating expenses. 
In tho o ld days the president, o f this 
bank received 
$12,000 j»ur annu m. ’To ­ 
day tho president draws 
$35,000 a 
y< ir and has two o r three vice-presi­ 
dents to aid hi in. 
These vice-presi­ 
dents have annu al salaries ranging be­ 
tween $6,000 
and $7,000. 
As will bo 
ir e n , the emo lu ments o f tho bank’s 
o fficers have mo re than do u bled with 
tho increase in tho banking bu siness 
transacted by the institu tio n, while 
the clerks have been o bliged to meet 
the increased co st, o f living o n » u larlea 
that are the sam e as o r less than they 
w ere so m e years ago .
